WASHINGTON, April 22—(BUP) | 
—The United States went on short 
bread rations today. 

The cut was ordered by the 
government as part of a world-| 
wide effort to beat off the worst) 
famine threat in nearly 400 years. 


Its goal was to save another 
25,000,000 bushels of wheat for ex- 
port. 


IT MEANS THAT during the 
next 70 critical days, Americans 
will have at least 25 per’cent less 
bread and other wheat products 
than they had during the corres- 
ponding period of 1945. 

The bread cut will be felt im-| 
mediately because bread is made 
on a day-to-day basis. The reduc- 
tion in such packed and stored} 
items as cereals and spaghetti will| 
be felt more gradually. 

As a result of the cutback, repre- 
sentatives of the baking industry 
planned to meet with OPA offi- 
cials immediately to discuss price) 
increases. They feel bread prices 
should be raised about a cent a 
loaf to offset the slash in produc- 
tion. 

MEANWHILE, the federal trade | 
commission charged that many 
bakeries were continuing to waste | 
flour by disregarding the govern- | 
ment ban on “consignment selling”. 
This is the practice whereby retail- 
ers can return unsold bread to 
bakeries without charge, 

In a report released by President | 
Truman, the U.S. commission said 
countless loaves of day-old bread 
still were being sold as livestock | 
feed or “thrown into the river” as 
result of the practice, 

Nevertheless, the commission 
estimated that the U.S. Govern- 
ment probihition succeeded in sav- 
ing enough bread last year to give 
10 loaves each to 46,467,000 persons, 
The savings could have been still 
greater, it said, if all bakeries co- 
operated, 

THE COMMISSION called on 
bakery officials, drivers and retail- 
er to wipe out the practice to pre- 
vent needless waste in the current 
food emergency. It also suggested | 
that Congress might look into the | 
possibility of drafting legislation to| 
make the prohibition permanent.

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Buyers Make Boot-Leggers 


The Prices Board has launched a drive 
against black market sales of meat. Toronto 
appears to be the headquarters of the scoff- 
law trade, and it is said 50 per cent of the 
meat sold in that city has been sold in de- 
fiance of the control regulations. 


{nto butcher shops and packing plants to 
ferret out supplies of meat intended for sale 
at above-ceiling prices. A few days ago some 
Toronto packers said they will not in future 
pay more for cattle than will allow them to 
sell under the ceiling and make a profit. 
From which the inference seems to be that 
the black-marketing has not been going on 
in back lanes, nor conducted by unknown 
boot-leggers. 

Whether because of ethis or for some 
other reason, cattle-marketing slowed down 
last week at many centres, while from sev- 
- eral came complaints that meat supplies 
were running low. Farmers holding fat cat- 
tle while consumers complain that they can- 
not get the meat they are legally entitled to 
buy seems to indicate a rise in the ceiling 
prices of beef. : 

As to black-marketing, the consumer is 
the man to blame. If no person would buy 
more meat than his coupons allow him to 
buy, and would pay no more than the ceiling 
prices, there couldn’t be any black market. 
If the illegal traffic is to be curbed, the 
excess-buyer and the bidder-up will have to 
be dealt with, as well as the dealer who 
breaks the law because his customers want 
him to. 


Maybe in Late Summer 


Commissioner Phinney sees a prospect 
that tourists may be able to head up the 
Alaska Highway before the summer is ended, 
and find stopping places along the way not 
too far apart. This advances the date sug- 
gested by General McNaughton when the 
transfer ceremony was held at Whitehorse. 
He suggested the summer of next year as 
the earliest that tourists should think about 
- taking the trail to the northwest. 

The earlier date is based on the expecta- 
tion that a civilian bus service over the 
Highway may be licensed soon, in which case 
stopping places will be established where 
motorists may find accommodation. 

Tae key phrase in the Commissioner’s 
announeement is “before the end of this 
summer”. This doesn’t mean as soon as the 
touring season starts, nor by mid-summer, 
but well along toward fall. Motorists who 
feel the urge to see the scenery along the 
new route will do well to note this. 

Stated in reverse, the announcemert is 
that tourist facilities do not now exist, and 
will not exist until toward the close of the 
touring season at the earliest. Those who 
cannot postpone their outings had better 
stick to the established routes, 


Down Went the Pongo 


The pongo is the Hungarian monetary 
unit, When Hitler started out to spread 
prosperity over Hungary and Europe in gen- 
eral through the mechanism of national 
socialism, the pongo was worth 20 cents— 
not in name only, but in the marts of trade 
and the clearing houses of international ex- 
change. 

On the 9th of this present month pongos 
were going at 25,000,000 for a dollar in 
Budapest. Elsewhere they didn’t ‘‘go” at all. 
They had dropped since March 22nd from 
10,000,000 to the dollar—150 per cent in 18 
days. A Hungarian finance man estimates 
that by June any person with a dollar will 
be able to get 100,000,000,000 pongos—if he 
wants them. 

Money transactions have of course prac- 
tically ceased among the population gener- 
ally. One can’t haul around a dray-load of 
pongos and trade them for a pair of boots. 
The store-keeper wouldn't know where to 
dump the load even if he thought it was 
worth anything, which at present he does 
not. 


Barter has taken the place of buying and | 


selling. A man who has a pig that he can 
spare has to hunt around until he finds a 
man who has a pair of boots he is willing 
to swap for the pig; and so on. The Hungar- 
ians have been driven back to the primitive 
way of marketing their products and satisfy- 
ing their wants. 

Such is inflation, Hitler's expert financial 
saboteurs sapped the value out of Hungary's 
money, while the war swept away the supply 
of goods. Now the Hungarians are monetar- 
ily rich but desperately and universally 
hungry. They can't eat pongos, and there 
isn’t much else,

Now that politics has become, and will 
remain, international in scope, the business 
of the parliament of the nations would mani- 
festly be much simplified if speeches did not 
have to be translated into several other 
languages. Misunderstandings, too, would be

But the ques- 
tion cannot be settled by figures, for al- 
though, after English, French is perhaps the 
world’s ‘“‘spokenest” language, the number 
to whom it is mother tongue is only about 
75 millions while the Russian-speaking 
world is almost twice that population and 
the German-speaking only a few millions 
less. Spanish and Italian, two of the most 
eligible candidates from the standpoint of 
simplicity for most foreigners, are native 
only to 65 and 40 millions respectively. 

But our problem is not merely one of} 
learning another langage, an intellectual ef- 
fort to which the English-speaking public 
seems generally averse, but of teaching it.) 
In most Western European schools the} 
teaching of languages is approached more 
realistically than in the English-speaking 
where, for some quaint reason, pedagogues 
prefer to cling to a technique devised 500 
years ago for teaching Latin and Greek.

THE EXPERIENCE of England 
is interesting in this regard. 

The housing problem is centuries 
old and existed in Europe even 
back in feudal times. The modern 
form of the housing problem dates 
back to the advent of the factory 
system when it was necessary that} 
workers should be housed near | 
their place of employment. 

For a considerable time these} 
workers were exploited by specu- 
lators who provided them with 
flimsy, crowded and _ unsanitary 
habitations at exorbitant rents, 

But gradually the public con- 
science was awakened and the first 
British housing legislation was 
passed in 1851. Progress along 
these lines, however, was slow un- 
til conscription during the first 
world war revealed a dangerously 
low standard of health in a large 
part of the British population. 
After 1918 really serious efforts 
were made in Britain to do away 
with slums and overcrowding. 

During the 20 years ending in 
1940, more than four million new 
homes were built in England. 
About one and a half million of 
these were built with public aid. 

This experience should be use- 
ful to Canada as she attempts to 
deal now, as she must deal prompt- 
ly, with the provision of decent 
and modern homes for low-wage 
earners,

IT 18 WIDELY believed that 
Leopold, in the best interests of the 
monarchy, would have abdicated 
long ago in favor of his 15-year-old 
son were it not that he feels that, 
by doing so, he would be admitting 
the charges, which have been made 
against him by some critics, of 
having collaborated with the Ger- 
mans. His argument is that to 
abdicate before these charges have 
been disposed of would not only 
be dishonorable to himself but 
would compromise his son's pros- 
pects, “If they won't have me,” he 
recently said to some friends, “be- 
cause they regard me as a traitor, 
how can they take my son, who 
must be the son of a traitor?” 

Leopold has proved haughty and 
proud in all discussions between 
himself and the Belgian govern- 
ment. And there is reason to sup- 
pose that even his strongest sup- 
porters are beginning to realize the 
difficulties of restoring him to the 
throne. 

Many of them, behind the scenes, 
are now talking of a compromise 
solution. Under this plan, Leopold 
would be invited back, would be 
rehabilitated in public opinion, and 
then, after a few months, would 
abdicate in favor of his son on the 
grounds that he recognized that 
this move was best in the interests 
of the monarchy and Belgian unity. 

Whether or not Leopold would 
agree to such a solution is not 
| known, Apart from his natural 
pride and interests, he has not in 
the past wanted to stand aside be- 
cause he felt he would be abandon- 
ing those who have stuck by him 
through thick and thin. It may be 
that, when he realizes that his owr 
firmest supporters are beginning 
think his position is becoming un- 
tenable, he will become more 
tractable.

Viscount Alexander of Tunis, Gov- 
@rnor-General of Canada, was born 
{fn County Tyrone, Ireland, 1891, 
third son of the Earl of Caledon. 


On graduation from the great

‘Edmonton Leads Western Cities 


In Construction of New Homes 


Edmonton has established a long 
lead over other western cities of 
comparable size in the total of 
homes being built, and in the 
aggregate amount of home-building 
being carried out so far in the 
1846 construction season. 

UP TO THURSDAY of last week 
permits for more than 500 houses 
were issued by the city architect's 
office, and the cumulative value 
ef the permits was $1,919,105. 

Sales of city-owned land would 
indicate that home-building in the 
city will far exceed the 1,500 homes 
estimated at the beginning of the 
year. Up to Thursday city land sales 
totalled 1,073, with more than 800 
of these sales being made to pros- 
pective home-builders. The total of 
sales by the land department is 
| $539,066 with several large sales, 
now under negotiation, to be re- 
ported. 

LAND DEPARTMENT officials 
stated Monday that 1946 will be the 
greatest sales year in the depart- 
ment’s history, and point to the 
fact that each successive month of 
1946 had eclipsed all previous rec- 
ords. The sales for April so far 
| total $156,382, this figure being well 
ahead of the total in April 1945. 
Land sales this year are expected 
j\to exceed the $1,000,000 mark by a

THE CHILD who graduates from 
his high chair to a youthful chair 
or dictionary-on-regular chair at | 
the family table, is exposed to at- 
tractions which were absent when 
he sat alone and put all his atten- 
tion on the food he was eating. 

Children are fascinated by the 
parents’ conversation. They are ex- 
cited by arguments and conten- 
tions. They are entranced by the 
discussion of how much they can 
or will eat, and whether they 
should be allowed to enjoy their

SMALL CHILDREN, so distract- 
‘ed, can hardly make themselves eat 
a mouthful.

The nine resolutions contain re- 
commendations on superannuation 
of civil servants at 65, war pensions 
of all kinds, income tax exemption 
levels, housing, car purchases prior- 
ities, immigration, Imperial vet- 
erans’ problems and farm machin- 
ery purchases by veterans, 

The two additional resolutions 
deal with re-enlistment in Canada’s 
permanent forces and extension of 
re-establishment credits. 

1N CASES of those veterans who 
re-enlist in the permanent forces 
it is urged that the time they have 
previously spent in service be ap- 
plied where pensions are consider- 
ed. 

Making re-establishment credits 
available for insurance payments is 
sought in the second of the resolu- 
tions, 

It was announced that present 
membership of Branch No, 24 now 
stands at 5,340 as against 4,849 at 
the last regular monthly meeting. 

A large number of new veterans 
were again formally initiated into 
the branch membership and wel- 
comed by President Percy Gwynne. 

T. L. Levis, member of Calgary 
Branch No. 1 executive, was a visit- 
ing guest, introduced to the mem- 
bership. 

J. C. Macdonald, reporting for 
the house committee, said that 
good progress is being made on 
readying the new dry canteen in 
the former Army and Navy Vet- 
erans’ premises on Jasper avenu*, 
Some of the Legion business 
offices will also likely be moved 
from the Memorial hall to the new 
club rooms site.

SOOCHOW, China, April 22—| 
(AP)—Chu Min-Yi, puppet foreign 
minister of the Japanese-sponsored 
government at Nanking, was sen- 
tenced to death today and Madame 
Wang Ching-Wei, wife of the pup-| 
pet governor, was given a life term! 
for treason, | 

The bearded, pale-faced Chu, who 
had asked the court not to sentence 
him to jail but to execute him if 
i found him guilty, sighed audibly 
in the hot, crowded Kiangsu high 
court as the verdict was read. | 

Stout, short Madame Wang ap- 
peared calm as she listened to her 
sentence being pronounced but be- 
came angry when the judge at the 
end of the verdict said she could 
file an appeal to the Nanking 
supreme court within 10 days. } 

She said, “I will not appeal—| 
since you will not accept the facts 
anyway.”

WHATEVER OUR new flag looks 
like we'll learn to love it and re- 
spect it. Perhaps it would be best 
for unity in Canada, where we 
have drawn our population from so 
many different countries, if the 
Union Jack weren't part of it. We 
can be sure that before parliament 
its decision there will be 
many bitter words spoken, many 
eloquent speeches made—both for 
and against whatever is suggested. 

But one thing I do know. To 
many Canadians the Union Jack 
will always be the only flag that 
they will consider as the real flag. 
To all of us it will be “our first 
love,” and to many it will be the 
“only love.” 

There are many Canadians who 
will always feel themselves choke 
with emotion when they see the 
“bloomin’ old rag o’ red!” It has 


a grand and glorious history, And* 


while it is true that there are 
parts of our history, of the Em- 
pire’s history, which we would 
sooner whisper than shout about, 
that flag stands for freedom, for 
democracy, and for right and 
justice, 

YES, IT 1S ENGLAND'S flag— 
Britain’s flag, But more than that 
—it is the flag which gave Canada 
its birth—and for that flag and the 
things it stands for Canadians have 
fought and died, To millions in 
Europe living under the Nazi oc- 
cupation, that flag stood out as the 
symbol of hope. And for nearly a 
year that flag waved alone in op- 
position to the banner of the 
twisted cross, 

Yes, pride and*independence are 
great virtues, But humility and co- 
operation are greater virtues.
